Very  Early

its  shipping  season  being  October  and  Novem- 
ber, at  which  time  it  is  well  colored  and  is  sweet 
and  juicy. 

Round  Orange 

It  is  by  no  means  a freak  in  shape  or  size, 
but  is  almost  a globe  in  shape  and  runs  medium 
size.  It  has  a distinctive  ring  around  the  blossom 
end,  from  which  it  gets  its  name,  the  Golden 
Ring. 

For  Domestic  and  Export  Trade 

Both  wholesalers  and  retailers  on  the  Domes- 
tic markets  will  take  to  an  orange  that  they 
can  handle  with  loss  in  transit  as  well  as  while 
in  stock  being  reduced  to  a minimum.  It  will 
also  be  the  orange  for  Export  trade,  which  is 
rapidly  becoming  an  important  factor  in  the 
citrus  industry.

Performance  Observation 

For  five  years  this  orange  has  been  under 
our  observation  on  bearing  budded  trees.  Dur- 
ing all  that  time  we  have  been  urged  by  growers 
to  offer  the  trees  to  the  public,  but  have  held 
back  in  order  that  the  proper  tests  could  be 
made,  and  we  would  know  that  it  is  an  orange 
we  would  want  to  plant  ourselves  as  well  as 
recommend  to  our  customers.  We  are  going  to 
use  the  Golden  Ring  extensively  in  our  planting. 

The  Need  for  the  Golden  Ring 

The  fact  that  there  has  always  been  a strong 
demand  for  oranges  in  the  fall  and  that  this 
demand  is  killed  by  the  shipment  of  green  fruit 
is  evidence  enough  that  a well-colored  ripe 
orange  in  October  and  November  will  be  in 
great  demand,  and  the  Golden  Ring  having  the 
additional  quality  of  being  a long-keeper,  so  that 
it  may  be  shipped  to  almost  all  the  world 's  mar- 
kets makes  it  doubly  desirable.
